issippi. Probably the warmer lat- 
itudes of the country will be more for- 
tunate in the long-run, although there 
are a small number of successful silk- 
growers in Massachusetts, the larger 
— of whom are women, which latter 
t shows up a new field in which the 
energies of women can be employed. 
The silk worm, as oy y knows, 
needs the mulberry leaf for its nutri- 
tion, and the mulberry tree, growing so 
freely in the South, grows well also 
with but little care in the North. A 
large and sunny and well-ventilated 
room, with nothing unclean in the 
neighborhood, is everything else that 
the silkworms require, except, of course, 
protection from vermin; and thus well- 
vided for they are born, they spin 
ir silk, and they die, all in a space 
of time occupying less than two 
months. 
The capital required for the business, 
beyond that used inthe purchase, is 
enough to plant afew acres of mul- 
berry trees, every other tree to be 
stripped of its leaves each season, and 
the leaves to be fed to the worms, the 
young trees easily recuperating, and 
when not doing so are easily supplied 
by new ones. In the Orient, whence 
much fine silk used to come, the seed 
of the mulberry is sown in rows, and 
the springing plants are cut off entirely, 
the shoots sprouting again at once. An 
ounce of seed in this country is worth 
less than a quarter of a dollar, and is 
enough for thousands of such plants. 
This method can only be followed in 
sections of the country where the win- 
ters are short and the springs open 
early. That the business pays can be 
seen when it is understood that other 
things may be grown in the rich soil 
between the rows of mulberry plants, 


and that without them the profit has 


sometimes been, although not always, 
several hundred dollars an acre. 

The work of raising and feeding the 
silkworms is certainly as easy work as 
it is possible for a woman to find, and 
is a suitable, ladylike and pleasant em- 
ployment. Men can be hired for the 
— be — — 

eave a large margin of profit. 0 
mulberry culture itself may net be 
found either too difficult or too la- 
borious for healthy women to under- 
take without masculine aid. The 
cocoons, of course, always find a ready 
market. Without doubt, if the same 
energy and industry and care are used, 
the business is infinitely more profit- 
able in the South than in 1 part of 
the North. But wherever it is raised, 
North or South, the American raw silk 
has been found fine and firm, and bears 
an enviable reputation. 

It is the efforts of women that have 
brought this employment to a success- 
ful issue in this country, and it is espe- 
cially fitting that the work should be 
pursued and the profits reaped by 
women. Doubtless men will rush in 
where women have feared to tread now 
that the thing has been demonstrated 
to be practicable, but that need not 


. hinder women from doing all they wish 


of it. since silk enters so largely into so 
many manufactures, besides that of 
the splendid fabrics of dress and u 
holstery, that the demand for it 
scarcely mr | to decrease. 

No work, if constant, can really be 
called light, for labor is labor of one 
sort or another; but there are few 
branches of it lighter and less painful 
and more simple than the silk culture, 
and it will repay any woman who needs 
to do work or procure money, and who 
finds herself favorably situated for the 
work, to inform herself concerning it, 
and learn what can be done and how to 
do it. The information is easily attain- 
able, and the intelligence or skill re- 
quired is not beyond her power if she 
has any power at all, 

There is a novelty about such occu- 
pation that renders it piquant and 

leasant merely to think of, this tak- 

ng from the ancient Orient its craft, 
and making ourselves masters of secrets 
that havecome down from immemorial 
eld through the aimond-eyed and long- 
nailed children of the East. The two 
monks who, centuries ago, brought 
away with them in the hollow of their 
bam sticks the first cocoons that 
ever came out of Asia little thought 
what they were doing, little thought 
that Europe would rival the Flowery 
Kingdom in the production and manu- 
facture of «the treasures that they 
brought, anu’ that a land undreamed 
of, beyond the set of the sun, should in- 
herit it all with its marvelous appanage 
of art. For who, looking at a cocoon 
and then at some wondrous web of 
brocade where the flowers swim to the 
shining surface, and “change but to 
the changing light with radiance in- 
sincere, can regard the outgrowth of 
one from the other as anything but one 
of the many miracles of art? 


THE KISS IN HISTORY. 


Historical References to the Social 
Custom. 

There was an old belief that unless a 
maiden was kissed under the mistletoe 
at Christmas she would not be married 
during the ensuing year. 

When Fox was contesting the hard- 
won seat at Westminster the beautiful 
Duchess of Devonshire offered to kiss 
all who voted for the at statesman. 


In the ceremonial of betrothal a kiss 


has played an important part in sev- 
eral nations. A nuptial kiss in church, 
at the conclusion of the marriage ser- 
vice, is solemnly enjoined by the York 
Missal and the Sarum Manual. 

The beautiful Lady Gordon, when 


the ranks‘of the Scottish regiments had 


been sadly thinned py the cruel Bada- 
jos and amanca, turned recruitin 
sergeant, and, to tempt the gallan 
lads, placed the recruiting shil ing in 
her lips, 2 each who would might 
take it wi own. 

In Finland, according to Bayard Tay- 


lor, the women resent as an insult a 
salute upon the lips. A Finnish 


matron, hearing of our English custom 
of kissing, declared that did her hus- 
band attempt such a liberty she would 
treat him with such a box on the ears 
that he should not readily forget. 

In Wesley’s journal, dated June 16, 
1758, is given the following description 
of a duel betwéen two officers at Lime- 
rick: ‘Mr. B. pro firing at twelve 
yards, but Mr. J. said, ‘No, six is 
enough.’ So they kissed one another 
(poor farce!) and before they were five 
paces asunder both fired at the in- 
stant.“ 


The Code of Justinian says that if a 
man betrothed a woman by a kiss and 
either party die before marriage the 
heirs were to half the donations

their heirs-at-la-ww. 

The Mohammedans on their pious 
pilgrimage to Mecca, kiss the sacred 
lack stune and the four corners of the 
kaaba. The Romish priest kisses the 
aspergillum, and Palm Sunday the 
palin. Kissing the Pope's toe was 3 
ashion introduced by one of the Leos, 
who, it was said, had mutilated his 
right hand and was too vain to expose 

the stump. 

In Iceland kissing had deterred pen- 
alties of great severity. For kissing 
another man’s wife, with or without 
her consent, the punishment of exclu- 
sion or its pecuniary equivalent was 
awarded. A man rendered himself 
liable for kissing an unmarried woman 
under legal guardianship without her 
consent, and, even if the lady con- 
sented, the law required that every kiss 
should be wiped out by a fine of three 
marks—equivalent to 140 ells of wad- 
mal—a quantity sufficient to furnish a 
whole ship’s crew with pilot jackets. 

In Russia the Easter salutation isa 
kiss. Each member of the family 
salutes the other; chance acquaintances 
on meeting kiss; principals kiss their 
employés: the eyes kisses his offi- 
cers; the officers kiss their soldiers; the 
Czar kisses his family, retinue, court 
and attendants, and even his officers 
on parade, the sentinels at the palace 
Gates, and a select party of private sol- 

iers—probably elaborately prepared 
for this royal salute.”’ In other parts 
the poorest serf, meeting a high-born 
dame in the street, has but to say, 
“Christ is risen,’’ and he will receive a 
kiss and the reply, “He is risen, 
truly. 

Home, in his quaint old »Table- 
Book.“ gives an account of a curious 
festival held in Ireland: 
onday several hundred 
oung persons of the town and neigh- 

rhood of Potsferry, County Down, 
resort, dressed in their best, to a pleas- 
ant walk near the town called ‘The 
Waller.’ The avowed object of e 

rson is to see the fun, which consis 
in the men kissing the females without 
reserve, whether married or single. 
This mode of salutation is quite a mat- 
ter of course; it is never taken amiss, 
nor with much show of coyness. The 
female must be ordinary indeed who 
returns home without having received 
at least a dozen hearty busses.”’ .

A boycott case is now peuding before 
the courts of Washington, D. C., which 
promises to develop some of the mean- 
est features of a mean and despicable 
Complaint was made to 
the District Attorney by Franz Krause, 
leader of the National Rifles band, 
which gave open air concerts in the 
Smithsonian grounds during the past 
summer. The band has sgnce disbanded, 
and its leader, Krause, has had tines 
umounting to $75 imposed upon him by 
the organization of the Knights to 
which he belonged, and has now been 
expelled for non-payment of fines and 
other reasons. 

The District Attorney decided fo 
take the case before the courts, where 
it is now lodged. The affidavit, by 
virtue of which the warrant was issued, 
sets forth, among other things, that the 
persons nained therein did deliver to per- 
sons and organizations the following:

Dear Str Anp Broturn: In accordance 
with a resolution of this assembly and in 
compliance with the constitution and by- 
laws of the order, you are hereby notified 
that the following-named members of this 
assembly are hereby suspended for having 
performed with F. Krause, in direct viola- 
tion of official notice of said Krause’s sus- 
pension from this assembly.

This is, perhaps, the squarest and 
most undisguised conflict between the 
law and the boycott that bas occurred 
in this country. The social ulcer 
known as the boycott has long since 
been condemned before the bar of pub- 
lic opinion. It is now fairly before the 
bar of public justice, and as a legal 
problem the case and its termination 
possesses something more than ordi- 
nary interest. 

Though the boycott be dead socially, 
though it has long since proved itself 
impracticable, it remains to be deter- 
mined by means of a fair and full trial 
before the law and upon the merits of 
its own claims, first: Whether it ever 
had a legal being. Second: The status 
of its legal being. Third: Does itstill 
retain a legal being? Beyond trial and 
defense, a bandit has no legal rights as 
a bandit; and we are in hopes that the 
law of our land will declare the same 
to be the case as regards the social 
bandit known as the boycott. 

We have opposed the boycott from 
first to last; we have been strong and 
immovable in our opposition, because 
we are strong and immovable as a 
friend of the laboring man. Too true 
a friend to witness in silence the plant- 
ing and the growth of a system that 
could only end in depriving the Ameri- 
can worker of his individuality. Strip 
the American worker of his in- 
dividuality and he sinks at once to the 
level of a peasant. Establish the right 
of dishonest schemers or honest 
fanatics to mass men together for the 
purpose of hounding other men, and 
you knock the bottom out of civiliza- 
tion. That right once acknowledged, 
capital and brains would immediately 
become king and queen of the situa- 
tion. Men would be massed against 
men, and with capital at the guns and 
brains at the helm, labor would go to 
the wall.

A Vast Kaitlroad Undertaking. 
[New York Sun. 

It turns out that the English Ambas- 
sador at Constantinople has not been 
wholly worsted by the yey 
of Russia and France. True, the Sul- 
tan has presented Count de Montebello 
with a valuable snuff-box, and at one 
time was said to have promised Count 
Nelidoff to join the Czar in overpower- 
ing the Russian General, Ernroth, to 
enforce through ut Bulgaria and East- 
ern Roumelia the treaty of Berlin, 
whose validity it is, of course, the in- 
terest of the Porte to uphold. But 
meanwhile Sir William White has car- 
ried off a plum which has been for 
years, the object of hot rivalry between 
rande and England, and for which 
the present French Ambassador, backed 
by his Russian colleague, has with spe- 
cial eagerness contended. We refer to 
the trade conferring on an English 
company the right to build a railroad 
from the Bosphorus to Bagdad, from 
which point Bombay can be reached in 
a few hours by steamers traversing the 
Persian Gulf, the Gulf of Oman, and 
the northern angle of the Arabian Sea, 
or by a railway,through Beloochistan, 
whose tribes are under British control. 
This line is to lie wholly within Turk- 
ish territery, running from Scutari 
through the whole length of Asia Minor 
to Diarbekir in Kurdistan, thence to 
Mosul on the Tigris, and so down that 
river to the ancient capital of Haroun 
al Raschid. It will be more than 1300 
miles long, is expected to be finished in 
twelve years, and according to the 
computations of the engineers should 
not cost over $90,000,000. 

We are not as yet informed whether 
the British investors, who, no doubt, 
will be called upon to furnish most of 
the capital needed for this enteyprise 
are to be tempted by assurai of 
Government aid in the form either of a 
guarantee of interest on bonds by 
Great Britain or of aland grant from 
Turkey. Substantial encouragement 
of some sort would apparently be justi- 
fied, in the case of both powers men- 
tioned, by political considerations of a 
high order. On 2 grounds a 
railway to Diarbekir is of vital moment 
to Turkey, which without it could not 
hope inthe next war with Russia to 

rotect her eastern frontier from 
trzeroum to the headwaters’ of the 
Tigris. But from a fiscal point of view 
the development of the immense min- 
eral and agricultural resources of 
Anatolia is no less indispensable to the 
Sultan’s bankrupt treasury. Nothing 
but cheap transportation and the se- 
curity for property which would nat- 
urally follow railway communication 
are required to restore Asia Minor to 
the position which it occupied under 
the Roman Empire — and, indeed, 
throughout the Middle Ages up to the 
— of the relatively civilized 
Seljuko by the Ottoman Turks—that 
of the most productive and populous 
section of the Mediterranean world. 
Could Anatolia recover even the meas- 
ure of prosperity which it enjoyed in 
the Thirteenth century. the Porte 
would find its revenues so materially 
increased that it could once more pay 
the interest on its public debt. 
Since the extension of the Trans- 
Caspian Railway to the gates of Af- 
ghanistan, no one needs to have pointed 
out the importance to Great Britain of 
reaching India with greater celerity 
than is attainable by the Suez route. 
With the projected line to Bagdad 
completed, troops could be landed in 
Bombay in eleven days at furthest. 
But this would not be the only military 
advantage derivable from such a rail- 
way. The regeneration of Auatolia 
might transform Turkey from a feeble 
and burdensome into a strong and use- 
fulally. Instead of being bound by 
the Cyprus convention to bear the brunt 
of defending the Sultan’s northeast 
frontier, England might find him able, 
not only to protect himself in the high- 
lands of Armenia, but to exercise a 
salutary influence upon Persia by 
checking Russia’s progress toward as- 
cendancy at Teheran. Whether British 
public opinion will sanction the pledg- 
ing of England's credit for part of the 
sum needed to build the road is still, 
of course, uncertain; but it acquiesced 
in Lord Beaconsfield’s purchase of a 
large fraction of the Suez Canal shares 
on the very ground on which this rail- 
way is advocated—namely: the secur- 
ity of India. Nor is it likely that the 
English manufacturer will be insensi- 
ble to the extension of his market 
which would result from the opening 
of Asia Minor to trade.

WASHINGTON. 


Bayard Denies That the Release of 
Seized Sealers Has Been Or- 
dered—His Views on the 
Fisheries. 


By Telegraph to The Time. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] With regard to the state- 
ments published today, alleging that Secre- 
tary Bayard had telegraphed “his officers” 
in Alaska to release the seized sealers, and 
that the order had not been executed be- 
cause the Alaska official was not sure of the 
authenticity of the order, Secretary Bayard 
said that the dispatch showed its incorrect- 
ness on its face. Alaska is part of the United 
States, and eonsequently the State Depart- 
ment has no offizers whatever there as it has 
in foreign countries. Allits knowledge of 
Alaskan affairs comes through other de- 
partments of the Government. The Secre- 
tary of State would give no order to an 
Alaskan official nor receive information from 
one except througb the head of another de- 
partment. With reference to that part of 
the dispatch and other dispatches which 
allege that the release of seized sealers had 
been ordered the Secretary made the fol- 
lowing explicit denial of any knowledge 
of any such order: 

“There has been, to my knowledge, no 
order issued by the President for the release 
of any of the vessels seized this year, sim- 
ply because we have no knowledge of the 
circumstances under which the vessels 
were seized, and we only know that they 
are In the hands of the court and therefore 
will be dealt with according to law. 
There were three cases last year in 
which the President saw fit to order 
the release of the three vessels seized in 
August, 1856, but those are the only cases I 
know of in which vessels were ordered re- 
leased. That occurred last year and the 
facts were made public at the time.“ 

e Secre was somewhat annoyed at 
the criticism which has been made upon his 
course with regard to the fisheries question 
and particularly with reference to the com- 
mission for the settlement. He said that he 
had made a proposal to Great Britain for a 
settlement and that the proposal had been 
made public some time ago. Le could not 
hasten the pablication of the cerrespondence 
which had since taken place. It would all 
be laid before Cengress in due time and be 
made public and would show that his efforts 
had been to obtain an honorable and fair 
settlement of the question.

The Prison Peus of Russia.

The Russian Administration of 
Prisons has just issued its report for 
1885. On the Ist of January, 1885, there 
were 94,488 persons incarcerated 
throughout the empire. In the course 
of the year 703,254 entered and 697,769 
individuals were liberated, leaving a 
residue of 99,973 still in prison. 
Women formed about 8 per cent. of the 
convicted. Notwithstanding a certain 
amelioration of sanitary appliances 
in the jails, the rate of mortality 
remained stationary. Of the 88,- 
002 prisoners who were treated in 

ospital, there died 2189 men, 246 

omen, 546 childrez. In this respect 
the island of Saghalien stood in the 
worst position, its sick list showing a 
total of 66 per cent. on the year, but 
the number of deaths there are not 
given. Diseases arising from hu- 
midity, insufficient ventilation and de- 
fective sanitary arrangements are the 


Among the 4029 persons who passed 
through the prisons at St. Petersburg 
2675 were accused of theft, 139 of politi- 
cal offenses,1 of bigamy and 1 of 
apostasy. The largest number of 
offenders belonged to the arti- 
san class; not one is specified 
as a peasant. The expenses of the 
penitentiary servicé in the whole 
empire amounted to 11,798,614 rubles, 
being a diminution of 521,239 rubles 
upon the expenditure of the precedin 
year. This economy was partially ef- 
fected by reducing the cost of the 
equipment of the prisoners. There 
was a falling off in the receipts de- 
rived from the products of the prison- 
ers’ industry from 133,750 rubles in 
1884 to 103.536 rubles in 1885. More- 
over, the Coal Mining Company of 
Saghalien, which is supplied with con- 
vict labor, paid to the State 31,456 
rubles for the rights conceded to it.— 
[London Times.

Ihave no recommendation to make, and 
do not expect to sign any letter 
of recommendation for a commutation 
of the sentence of any Anarchists, but 
shall do nothing to prevent friends of th 
defendants seeking relief. After the ren- 
dition of the judgment 1 did say and now 
repeat that the conduct of Schwab and 
Fielden during the trial and while address- 
ing the court before sentence was commend- 
able. They did not abuse the law, were re- 
spectful to the court and did not breathe 
vengeance as did the others, but I can see 
no way in which the cases an be separated. 
I regret to see expressions of hate and re- 
venge on the part of friends of the defen- 
dants in New York and elsewhere, because 
it will leave them very little chance for an 
impartial hearing by the Governor.“ 


THEIR FRIENDS AROUSED. 


Eastern Anarchists Working in Be- 
half of the Doomed Men. 

New York, Sept. 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] George Schelling, of Chicago, 
was present at a meeting of the Central 
Labor Union today to present the case of 
the condemned Anarchists, with a view to 
enlisting Union laborers in behalf of the 
condemned, but internal disputes prevented 
him from carrying out his intention.

Those who can travel far enough 
back into the past to recall the career 
and administration of Gen. Zachary 
Taylor will remember the beauty and 
attractions of his granddaughter, Miss 
Betty Taylor, who, before her first mar- 
riage with Lieut. Kingsbury, of the 
army. was a noted belle in New Orleans 
and Washington. Death dissolved this 
marriage very soon after the knot was 
tied, Lieut. Kingsbury having been 
killed at the first battle of Bull Run. 
A lucky investment in Chicago and 
the favorable issue of a lawsuit there 
have given to his son, the only child 
of the marriage, a handsome for- 
tune, In the meantime the widow, 
after a successful society career in 
the different cities ofthe Union, mar- 
ried the one-armed hero, Gen. Gallatin 
Lawrence, with whom, however, she 
remained but a few years, and then 
disappeared with Mr. Van der Nest, 
secretary of the Belgian Legion at 
Washington. After a year’s seclusion 
in a small continental town, pending 
the divorce proceedings on this side, 
Mrs. Lawrence was married to Mr. 
Van der Nest and continued to reside 
abroad until his death, which occurred 
about two years since. A few years 
ago Gallatin Lawrence also died, and 
the wife of three husbands has now 
taken te herself a fourth, in the per- 
son of an English gentleman who was 
as early friend of Mr. Van der Nest—a 
tolerably romantic career, and one 
that the old hero, President Taylor, 
hardly anticipated for his darter,“ as 
he always called her.

A German Prince—An English Duke 
—A Political Revoiutionist—On a 
Drunk With a Maharajah — Re- 
fused Admission to Windsor. 


A Newport dispatch to the New York 
World says that one leading cottager, when 
asked if he thought the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough would be received in society there 
replied: “I do not think Marlborough will 
be received in society very generally. 1 
think it quite likely that some men will give 
him dinners, but it dues not appear probable 
that he will be at many entertainments 
where ladies are present. Of course the 
duke may not be as black as he is painted, 
but he is sufficiently discolored to warrant 

ple in withholding that generous hospi- 
fality which Newport has ordinarily shown 
to distinguished toreigners. I think he has 
made a mistake in coming here.“ The 
World adds: 

The Duke of Marlborough, otherwise 
knewn as the “Prince Rupert of the 
Divorce Court,” on account of his chival- 
rous conduct toward the fair daines whose 
reputation he has helped to tarnish, would 
have made afar greater mark in political 
life than his * r brother, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, if his name had not unfor- 
tunately been connected with several social 
scandals, which have ou ad the notions 
of respectability and propriety of the 
English middie elasses. A singularly 
well-read man, he has traveled exten- 
sively in every quarter of the globe, and 
his ideas are of so enlightened a nature 
that they err, perhaps, in being too broad. 
Although on excellent terms with his 
brother, Randolph, he differs strongly from 
him politically, and is as pronounced a rad- 
ical as a man who is a German prince and 
an 12 duke, with an hereditary pen- 
sion of $25,000 per annum, can well be. His 
— * theories on the A of bimetal- 
sm, franchise and tenure of land have at- 
tracted a good deal of attention, and had 
not their source been considered as tainted 
by the respectable British bourgeois, there is 
no doubt that theduke would have become 
the leader of an important party. Born 
in 1844, he served for a short time in 
the Horse Guards, and then, painting 
the city of London a most brilliant 
vermilion hue, he started off on a visit to 
India. A splendid shot and a fine sports- 
man in every sense of the word, his pere- 
— extended to Cashmere, Where he 

came exceedingly intimate with the 
Maharajah. It is sad to relate that he 
started off that respectable Oriental poten- 
tate on a course of the wildest dissipation, 
which resulted in repeated attacks of de- 
lirium tremens and a world of anxiety and 
trouble to the Anglo-Indian officials, who 
shudder at the very name of the duke. 
After visiting Persia, China and other for- 
eign lands in turn, he returned home and 
married one of the beautiful daughters of 
the late Duke of Abercorn, who occupies 
such a prominent place in Lord Beacons- 
field’s well-known novel Lothair.““ 

His conduct to his long-suffering and 
charming wife was the reverse of commend- 
able: for, notwithstanding the fact that she 
forgave him for having been the principal 
cause of the divorce between the late Earl 
of Aylesford and the latter's wife, he con- 
tinued the error of his ways, and finally 
forced her, in 1885, to obtain a divorce from 
him. ‘The Queen expressed the utmostsym- 
og | for the Marchioness of Blandford, 
for her husband only succeeded to the title 
a few months later, and when the late duke 
died her Majesty refused to permit the pres- 
ent bearer of the title to appearin person 
at Windsor Castle for the purpose of deliver- 
ing up to the sovereign his father’s insignia 
of the Order of the Garter, as is customary 
in such cases. 

The duke’s name again appeerss before 
the public in connection with Lady Ayles- 
ford’s ill-advised lawsuit to prove her son 
by the Duke of Marlborough heir to her 
late husband’s title, and more recently still 
he figured as the co-respondent in the Colin 
Campbell divorce case. ; 


Slept in Jeff Davis' Bed. 

J had one experience during my 
military career which perhaps no other 
man in Detroit can lay claim to,“ said 
Maj. W. L. Hulbert to a reporter, 
leaning back in his chair and gazing 
fixedly at a spot on the ceiling, as 
though it were an open page in history. 
“It was nothing very striking, but I 
occupied Jeff Davis' Presidential bed 
just after the evacuation of Richmond. 
I don’t know whether Jeff or my- 
self has the most cause to be proud 
of this fact. I hayen’t seen him about it. 
When we moved in Jeff wasn’t there to 
meet us—he had a pressing engagement 
elsewhere—but he kindly left every- 
thing as comfortable as possible for us. 
The beds were scarcely cold. The 
house was a square brick, three stories 
high, and fully as imposing as the man 
who bad occupied it. Jeff had first- 
rate taste in the matter of bed furnish- 
ings, though. Everything was of the 
best—silk alternating with linen in the 
matter of spreads. I slept in that bed 
—rolled right into the dents left by Mr. 
Davis’ angular frame, in fact—and I 
ought to know. As 1 reposed there in 
gorgeous magnificence, I realized more 
than ever before that it was a big thing 
to be president of the Southern Con- 
federacy. 
We lived there about eight months. 
Who do I mean by we? Why, Gen. Terry 
and staff, of course. The party em- 
braced Gen. Terry, Gen. (now Senator) 
Hawley, Col. Adrian Terry, brother of 
the General; Maj. Gibbs, whose widow, 
I think, now liyes in Detroit, and your 
most obedient servant. During the 
season we lived in that high estate we 
spent most of our time playing croquet 
in the big lawn back of the Davis man- 
sion. When we weren’t doing that we 
were giving hops in the big Jeff Davis 

arlor. The furniture had all been 
eft, and it wasn’t bad sort of stuff, I 
can assure * There was a great 
abundance of small ornaments of all 
kinds, but not a book to be found any- 
where. The old man either never read, 
or else he carried his library off in his 
vest pocket.”’

Hints on Making Pocket Money. 
[Pacific Rural.] 

There are many women in the middle 
walks of life who find useful ways of 
spending every cent of money which is 
brought in by the head of the family, 
and who are often glad of some means 
of quietly earning a dollar for pocket 
money now and then to supply them- 
selves with the hundred and one little 
things a woman finds use for. 

Those who live in the country always 
have and chickens to dispose of, 
and make quite a little in this way, but 
their less fortunate sisters in town, 
who have not this resource have few 
ways of supplying themselves with pin 
money. ere is one thing I would 
suggest, which, though small, it seems 
to me ought to be successful, and that 
is the raising and drying of immor- 
telles for florists. There are many 
beautiful kinds of varied colors, pur- 
ples, reds, pinks, yellows and whites, 
and with many different shapes. 
Their growth requires no care, as they 
are quite hardy and flourish in any 
ordinary garden soil, starting quickly 


and growing in a few weeks to quite à era 


size from seed. They are very prolific 
most varieties giowing and blooming 
month after month. giving a fine showing 
in the garden and producing vast quan- 
tities of young flower buds which may

of flowering at which they are 
picked. The half or wholly open flower,

day, or at least every day or two just 
in the bud when, having attained their 
full color or whiteness, they are about 
to begin 14 Cut them with long 
stems, tie them bunches (the stems 
being 4 straight), and hang them b 
of the string, flowers downward, 
in a dark place. If hung in the sun or 
light. not only will they open to a wide, 
ff flower, but their bright colors fade. 

It will take them some weeks to dry; 
and even when apparently wholly so, 
they are not ready for use till the stems 
are stiff and brittle. 

My attention was first called to their 
usefulness by seeing some of them be- 
ing used be an ingenious friend of 
mine, who, having more ingenuity than 
pocket money, was inventing t- 
mas presents out of nothing, so to 
speak. She had grown and dried some 
nicely, and taking some of the then 
fashionable oval plaques, she arran 
the most delicate of the immortelles on 
them in a loose bunch, stems up, inter- 
spersing them with bits of delicate 
feather-grass and other grasses of the 
daintier kinds, a few of which she 
— the 2 ar- 
ran em as lightly as possible on 
the plaques, she then fastened 
them on at the stems with a large 
bow of flame-colored satin ribbon. 
The effect was charming. Had she 
thought of doing it earlier she might 
easily have sold anumber of these at a 
good price, as not only did a florist, 
struck with the beauty of the individual 
flowers, ask to buy some of her immor- 
telles, and also those thus arranged, 
but having left some at a friend’s store 
to be carried home by him to his family 
for presents, they being laid in the 
show-case to preserve them, at least, a 
dozen persons inquired the price and 
wished to buy them inside of a day or 
so. Since immortelies are so much in 
demand by florists, it might not be a 
bad idea for some woman to try raising 
and drying them. It will have the 
merit of being an entirely new de- 
parture, and is an easy way of earning 
a dollar once in a while. |

SAN DIEGO. 


THE EXTREME SOUTHWESTERN 
CORNER OF THE KEPUBLIC. 


The Spot Where the Earliest Steps 
in the Civilization of Callifornia 
Were Taken—Sketch of the City 
and County. 


From “Southern California Illustrated,“ com- 


Although San Diego is an old settled 
pueblo, without civic organization, in 
California, its growth as a modern city 
can scarcely be dated back ten years. 
But asa city in actuality, with all the 
concomitants thereof, it was not until 
the Santa Fé system completed its line 
to San Diego in November, 1885, that 
it took cosmopolitan form. 

This is the spot where the earliest 
steps in the civilization of the Territory 
that now forms the State of California 
were taken, and here Friar Francisco 
Junipero Serra founded, on the 16th of 
July, 1769, the first mission in the 
chain which afterward extended along 
the coast as far north as Sonoma 
county. In 1767 the King of Spain 
ordered the expulsion of the Jesuits 
from the province of Baja California, 
and in 1768 the Marquis de Croix, vice- 
roy of Mexico, determined to make an 
effort to civilize Alta California. He 
appointed Padre Junipero missionary 
president of the province. and gave 
him a staff of sixteen friars from the 
convent of San Fernando. The padre 
reached San Diego on July 1, 1769, and 
fifteen days after arrival the founda- 
tions of the old Mission buildings were 
laid on the point of the hill overlooking 
the river, at the present Old Town of 
San Diego. A portion of the ruins of 
the ancient Presidio are still to be seen 
here. The Presidio was first erected 
and then the church. About a month 
after the establishment of the Mission 
an uprising of the Indians took place, 
and after much hard fighting it was 
quelled. In August, 1774, the mission- 
ary quarters were removed from the 
Presidio to the present Mission, about 
six miles up the San Diego river—the 
spot selected being known in the In- 
dian language as Nipaguay. Durin 
the night of the 4th of November fol- 
lowing another Indian uprising took 
place, more than 1000 sav urtici- 
— in the attack. The Mission was 

urned, and everything in it destroyed. 
The ruins of the present Mission build- 
ings stand on the site of those destroyed 
in this last Indian uprising. They were 
commenced in 1776, and the church 
was dedicated on the 12th of November, 
1777, but it was not completed until 
the year 1784. The Pueblo of San 
Diego was organized on the Ist day of 
January, 1835, making it the oldest 
municipality in the State. When the 
war with Mexico broke out, San Diego 
played a conspicuous part in the brief 
contest which placed California under 
American rule. The fortifications at 
the Presidio had been abandoned in 
1837, but the earthworks called Ft. 
Stockton was built by the Californians 
in 1840, and constituted the chief de- 
fense of the city when Commodore 
Stockton sailed into the harbor in the 
frigate Congress. On the 12th of 


December, 1846, Gen. Kearney’s little 


army of the West reached San Diego and 
took possession of the town. The first 
term of the District Court of San Diego 
was convened May 6, 1850, and the 
lirst newspaper was established May 
29, 1851. This publication suspended 


ber, 1868, San Diego was without a 
newspaper. The growth of San Diego 
of today dates from 1867, and the trou- 
bles, hopes and disappointments and 
final prosperity which haue crowned 
the county are matters familiar to all 
newspaper readers. 
THE CITY OF TODAY. 
The present growth of the city is not 
excelled by any trade center on the 
continent. Mammoth buildings, mag- 
nificent churches and manufactories 
are continually going up, and in 
the suburbs beautiful villas are 
being completed every few days. 
The business of a maritime 
city is rapidly taking form in San 
Diego as can be seen daily by a visit to 
the wharfs, where the loading and un- 
loading of vessels is carried on by busy 
throngs of men. There is nothing 
ephemeral inthe present growth of 
San Diego; the prosperity which is here 
has come to stay. Laborers are busily 
employed on all sides in making all 
manner of improvement. and trucks, 
heavily loaded with merchandise, go 
backward and forward in every direc- 
tion, and all this in atown which two 
years ago dreamed only of the future 
which was to be, realizing nothing of 
the prosperity which has come so tar- 
dily yet so abundantly. 
he present population of San Diego 
City is 15,000, which isa growth of 100 
per cent. in two years. 
The value of property and the wealth 
of the people have increased to an 
equal extent with the population. The 
total assessed value of property in the 
county for 1886 was $13,447,547. This 
is $3,169.509 more than for the previous 
ear, and $8,540,325 more than in 1880. 
e assessment for 1887 is $15,737,000. 
THE VITALITY OF THE ATMOSPHERE 
surrounding San Diego, and for many 
miles in the interior, is a subject of 
much discussion, aud the beneficent 
effect of the life-giving sea breezes, 
have been tested by so many thousands 
that it has become superfluous to des- 
cant at length upon the interesting 
subject. The learned scientist, Louis 
Agassiz, once said of San Diego: 


have made some study of this subject. 
It is the question of climate that L 
refer to. You are here on the 32d 
parallel, beyond the reach of the severe

You have a great capital in your cli- 
mate. It will be worth millions to you. 
This is one of the favored spots of the

AMERICAN FLORENCE 
WIGHTINGALE ABROAD. 


Hier Noble Services on American 
and Kuropean Fields and in Hos- 
pitals—The Red Cross- Her Meu- 
als and Decorations. 


[Philadelphia Press.] 

The International Convention of the 
Cross assembles at Carlsruhe on 
September 22d. Delegates from thirty- 
two nations, comprising every civilized 
country on the globe, are expected to 
attend the session. President Cleve- 
Jland’s appointees, representing the 
United States, sailed trom New York 
September 5th. They are Miss Clara 
Barton and Dr. J. B. Hubbell. The 
last Red Cross Convention was held in 
1884. It was said of it at the time that 
not aman of its 300 or 400 delegates 
Was unknown, and that no such num- 
ber of royalties, nobilities, and military 
and scientific notabilities had been 
drawn together in Europe for years. 
Miss Barton, then, as now, represented 
this country, almost the only feminine 
delegate in the assemblage, and, lone 
American woman that she was, carried 
resolutions and amendments that 
materially enlarged the scope of Red 
Cross activities and assimilated its 
workings in Europe to plans already 

put in execution in this country. 

Clara Barton, whose name is known 
the world over in connection with the 
world’s hospital flag, the burning cross 
on a white ground, is a woman of 50 or 
thereabouts, whose face correspends 
with the ideal that one might form of 
her character. Her hair is that rare 
thing in nature, artists sometimes call 
it an impossible thing, raven black. It 
is thick, heavy hair, a burden to the 
comb. and she wears it after the simple 
fashion of our mothers and grand- 
mothers, drawn in satiny waves down 
over the ears and pinned up in loose 
eurls behind. She is an admirable con- 
versationalist, and owes her success in 
her philanthropic work not merely to her 

at organizing and executive ability, 

t also in great measure to her faculty 
of clear speech, to putting what she 
wishes lone into language so simple 
and direct that nobody can misunder- 
stand or fail to wish to help her in it. 

Clara Barton comes of good old Puri- 
tan stock. She is a Massachusetts 
woman, daughter of one of Mad An- 
thony Wayne's old soldiers. When 
Sumter was fired on she was a young 
woman, occupying somewhat respon- 
sible position in Government employ. 
She threw up her place at once, conse- 
crating her life to her country as truly 
as did any one of the thousands of vol- 
miteers who sprang to arms and re- 
d for service, to look after the 
husetts men who were attacked 
in Baltimore on their way to Washing- 
ton. Mis; Barton was not an arm 
@urse in the usual sense of the word. 
She was not another Florence Nightin- 
5 nor in any way like Florence 

ghtingale. Of the minutiag of nurs- 
ing she knew and knows comparatively 
little. She was a woman of unique or- 
ganizing power, whose especial gift for 
Planning and supervising relief work 
were speedily recognized at the army 
headquarters and at the White House. 
She did not work with the Sanitary 
Commission, but was a whole sanitary 
commission in herself. She inspired 
involuntary confidence, and steamboats 

d military trains were placed at her 
disposal for the distribution of supplies 
and the 12 of provisions. 

She served in the Army of the Poto- 
mac, was present at the battles of 
Cedar Mountain, second Bull Run, 
Chantilly and Antietam; was with 
Burnside’s Corps at Fredericksburg: 
was eight months at the siege of Charles- 
ton; was at the storming of Ft. Wag- 
ner, at the battles of Spottsylvania and 
the Wilderness; in front of Peters- 
burg during Butler's campai She 
was the only woman on Morris Island 
when shot and shell fell like hail, re- 
1 dying and wounded. She 
met Andersonville prisoners at

Carbolic Acid and Insects. 
[London Lancet.) 

Many people do not know how easily 
they can protect themselves and their 
children against the bites of ynats and 
other insects. Weak carbolic acid 
sponged on the skin and hair, and in 
some cases the clothing, will drive 
away the whole tribe. A great many 
children and nota few adults are tor- 
tured throughout the whole summer by 
minute enemies. We know persons 
who are afraid of picnics, and even of 
their own gardens on this account. 
Clothing is an imperfect protection, 
for we have seen a child whose foot 
and ankle had been stung through the 
stocking so seriously that for days she 
could not wear a leather shoe. All 
this can be avoided, according to our 
experience, and that we believe of 
many others, by carbolic acid judi- 
ciously used. he safest plan is to 
keep a saturated solution of the acid. 
The solution cannot contain more than 
six or seven per cent, and it may be 
added to water until the latter smells 
strongly. This may readily, and with 
perfect safety, be applied with a 
sponge. We have no doubt that horses 
and cattle could be protected in the 
same way frum the flies, which some- 
times nearly madden them, and it even 
seems possible that that terrible 
scourge, the African Tsete fly, might 
be kept off in the same manner.

New Mode of Wasbing. 

The ill effects of soda on linen have 
ven rise to a new method of washing, 
which has been extensively adopted in 
saga and introduced into Bel- 
Hum. he operation consists in dis- 
Solving two pounds of soap in about 
three gallons of water as hot as the 
Mand can bear, and adding to this one 
tablespoonful of turpentine and three of 
liguid ammonia; the mixture must 
then be well stirred, and the linen 
Steeped in it for two or three hours, 
taking care to cover up the vessel con- 
taining them as nearly hermet- 
1 as possible. The clothes are after- 
ward washed out and rinsed in the 
usual way. The soap and water may
